Noah Burket, a civil war veteran, is 


lying at his home in Boydstown suf- 
fering from injuries which prevent 
him from telling in an intelligible 
manner how be received them; but the 
story of the adventure, as gleaned 
from what little the injured man has 
said and the circumstances surround- 
ing the ease, is substantially as fol- 
lows: 


On Saturday Mr. Burket's wife gave 


him 25 cents and after coming down 
street in the afternoon he borrowed 50 
cents from Abram Barnhart. This is 
all the money he had and he spent 
oearly all of this before night. In the 
evening he mailed his voucher for his 
pension. 
He was down street at 


night and started 
home about 10 


o'clock. As he passed Henry Lee's 
store he spoke to Mrs. Lee. At B. F. 
Dunkle's house he met two men, who 
askrdhim if he had anything to drink. 
He replied in the negative and his 
companions suggested that he go with 
them to where they could get some 
whisky. The three men then went to 
i lot in front of the farmer's house on 
F. J. Barclay's property. 
Here Mr. 


Bnrket was brutally beaten and cruel- 
ly cut by the men. 
His nose was 


broken, both eyes were blackened and 
his face was cut by a razor or some

Dr. W. F. Eofield was 
hastily summoned and he dressed the 
vounds. 
It required 21 stitches to 


sew up the cuts in his face. 
While 


his injuries are serious, it is thought 
ne will recover. He says he knows 
=vho his assailants were and has tried 
to mention their names, but, by reason 
',f his injuries, he cannot speak dis- 
tinctly 
and it 
was impossible 
to 


recognize the names he uttered. 


The footpads who assaulted Mr. 


Burket evidently thought he had his 
pension money, of which they meant 
to rob him. It is to be hoped that 
when he recovers he may be able to 
identify the men who handled him so 
roughly and that they will receive the 
punishment they so richly merit.

house: Quay, 104; anti-Quay, 94. As 
the Beaver man had a majority in each 
house, the j tint ballot required by law 
when the leading candidate falls below 
a majority in either house is dispensed 
with. To-morrow at noon both houses 
will, however, meet together to com- 
pare their respective journals, when 
the formal announcement of Senator 
Quay's election will be made and his 
commission signed by the presiding 
officers of both branches of the legis- 
lature.

Weller and Representative T. C. San- 
derson. 


The surprises in to-day's balloting 


were the votes of Galvin, of Sehuyl- 
kil ; Kendall, of Somerset, and Emery, 
of Venango. Galvin is a Democrat 
and voted for Senator Quay. He was 
one of the five Democrats who sup- 
ported Marshall for speaker, and it 
was reported that if the Beaver man 
oec ded his vote he could get it, but it 
was not expected he would volunteer 
to place his name in the category with 
those of Maneer, Lebo and Wagon- 
seller, unless the election of the ex- 
senator depended on his vote. Ken- 
dall, of Somerset, was elected as an 
anti-Quay Republican. Both he and 
General Koontz, his colleague, were 
opposed by the Quayites in their coun- 
ty so bitterly that their nominations 
were contested, and their names placed 
on the official ballot only after a hear- 
ing before the Dauphin county court; 
which decided in their favor. 


Kendall attended the meeting of the 


Insurgents yesterday, and seemed as 
stanch in his anti-Quayism as ever, yet 
during the night he saw a light, and 
this morning deserted to the Quay 
camp, and when his name was called 
he cast his ballot for M. S. Quay.

WASHINGTON, January 15 —Shakes- 


peare held up for the suspicion ot all 
future ages the man who protests too 
much and too often. Just now Sena- 
tor Hanna is the man. 
He is once 


more protesting that the ship subsidy 
bill will put no money in bis pocket 
and that stories of his being interested 
in steamship lines that will profit by 
the measure, if it can be jammed 
through, are wicked calumnies. 


The senate is still hammering away 


at the army reorganization bill, but it 
is probable that it will be passed this 
week. By the aid of a few Republicans, 
the Democrats succeeded iu getting 
an amendment adopted making volun- 
teer officers eligible to appointment to 
the grade of captain in the regular 
army, as well as that of lieutenant. 


Hon. Bird S. Coler, the comptroller 


of New York city, spent a day or two 
in Washington in the interest of Hon. 
David B. Hill, as the Democratic can- 
didate for president in 1904. Contra- 
ry to custom, Mr. Coler publicly an- 
nounced that the object of his visit to 
Washington was to get senators and 
representatives to promise their support 
to Mr. Hill. He heard many kind words 
for Mr. Hill, who has many friends in 
both branches of congress, but few, if 
any, Democrats in congress care to 
commit themselves to any candidate so 
far in advance.

I should rather see the party I belong- 
ed to condemned to universal and 
never-ending banishment from polit- 
ical power, than to see such an author- 
ization of

statute books."

He has -a council 
ol 00 men who sit with him and con- 
sider public affairs, but the 60 men art 
Russians. 
They are people of that 


country. 
They have their sympathiei 


and their ambitions tor Kussia. These 
men in the Philippine islands are stran- 
gers. 
Under the military law they 


have a right there undoubtedly, but 
under God's law, which is higher than 
that, they have no place there at all. 


"And so I take back what I said two 


years ago. Imperialism has come; it 
is there in its worst form, and what I 
want to know, like the senator from 
Maryland [Mr. Wellington], is, what 
are yon going to do now?

NEW YOKK, January 15 —We 
are 


fairly launched on the beginning of a 
new century and we turn back to see 
what we have profited in the past. 
The impression seems to be that the 
world has been slow and every inven- 
tion made in the nineteenth century 
has tended to speed and rapidity of 
action. A spirit of unrest seems to 
stir the entire world. Men could no' 
get on fast enough; speed must be 
increased and the how and the where 
were the constant inquiry of an eager 
and dissatisfied race. 


A few years ago the rate of a first- 


class steamer between New York and 
Liverpool was fourteen days, and the 
vessel that-did it w»» the very beat 
resalt of British engineering thought. 
Men spoke of it as a wonderful achieve- 
ment, and it was; but a greater wonder 
was the new engineering development, 
when a ship should be created whose 
speed should be guaranteed to cross 
the ocean in five days and a half, and 
this is no sooner reached than a de- 
mand is made of American or English 
shipbuilders for a steamer which will 
cross the ocean in four days. 
Thf 


railroad builder whose cars have a 
guaranteed speed of thirty or forty 
miles an hour looked forward to an in- 
crease to sixty, and thought a hundred 
miles not a remote possibility. "Fast!" 
"Faster!" "Fastest!" was the cry 
everywhere, whether in living or kill- 
ing, in life or death. 
If you traveled 


you wanted a lightning express. If 
yon ate you bolted yoor food in the 
shortest possible time, and if you died 
on the battle field or in action on the 
sea you wanted your life ledger to be 
balanced by a rapid firing gun into 
which Armstrong, Hotchkise, Krupp 
and Gatling entered in competition 
and each increase of a shot was con- 
sidered as a benefit to mankind. 
The 


old-fashioned cannon was good for a 
mile or two, but here comes an inven- 
tor with a gun that carries a five 
hundred pound shell and drops it with 
deadly certainty in the middle of a 
town fifteen miles away, and as if that 
was not enough, the inventor loads 
his villainous shell with dynamite 
melinite and other deadly and poison- 
ous drags, insuring death wherever it 
strikes. 


The need of rapid action became 


universal and the accumulation of 
wealth the world's desire. 
One man 


sounded the deep, deep sea; another 
ascended to the clouds. What was he 
doing there ? He was seeking out new 
highways which were to be traveled 
over by the airship, which, after long 
and weary years of waiting, had 
rewarded the efforts of the inventor, 
who, seated on his magnificent chariot 
thousands of feet above the earth, 
fearing neither rocks nor quicksands, 
holding winds and waves the obedient 
creatures of his will, he personifies the 
most perfected creation of the Al- 
mighty. 


It was in the year 1757 when a weak 


little man, whose name was unknown 
to fame, applied to the city council of 
Glasgow for the privilege of doing 
business within its limits. 
He was 


need, could'be'utilized and turned to 
account and calned into dollars and 
cents. Goodyear,^ whose name is im- 
mortal, was one of these; who was im- 
pressed with the idea of giving to the 
world a thing which was badly needed, 
and be followed it with the deathly 
scent of a sleuth hound almost to ruin 
and death. After long years of weary 
experimenting and days and nights of 
hope deferred, disappointments, priva- 
tions and misery, he was at last re- 
warded by discovering the combina- 
tion ot materials which is now known 
the world over as vulcanized rubber. 


The sufferings of tbe mojirity of in- 


ventors, present and past; have been 
poorly and meanly rewarded. 
The 


world at large has profited by the 
fruits of his genius to the extent of un- 
told millions, but the inventor has per- 
ished like the prophet of old in sight 
of the promised land. In calculating 
as to which invention shall be awarded 
the greatest precedence among the 
commanding powers of the age, steam 
snd its utilization is forced tl the front 
and its pri nacy in history is forever 
unquestioned. For a^es it had been 
crying aloud for recognition, but wise 
men and tha oracles understood it not, 
for it needed the commission of an 
inspired prophet like him who read the 
sentence that bl«zed upon the palace 
wall of the Assyrian king at the royal 
feast of Bolshazzir.

I don't be- 
lieve that there are ten newspaper 
men in a hundred who have attempted 
to grapple with and describe or review 
the tremendous problems that have 
presented themselves in tbe past two 
weeks without a deadly brain oppres- 
sion that they never felt before. Let 
them keep on and in a few days they 
will reach a final resting place, frcm 
which they will need no further re- 
moval.

James Watt—for 


that was his name—thought it was the 
darkest day of his life. It was the 
darkest hour that heraldsd the coming 
day to mankind sinc3 the Almighty 
drove onr firat parents from Paradise 
and an angel at the gate prevented 
their re-entrance with a flaming sword. 


We next find him in a rude little 


shop on the free grounds of the Glas- 
gow university, which, to the immor- 
tal honor ol the governors of the uni- 
versity, not only gave James Watt 
their shelter and protection, but they 
aided him financially with the title 
and profits of manufacture of the uni 
versity's scientific instruments, and 
here in peace he worked away stead- 
ily solving the vast problem which 
was to move the world. It was great- 
er than the mighty lever that was the 
golden dream of Archimedes—it was 
the realization of a hope that no liv- 
ing man could expect to see perfected 
and the most tremendons message 
ever revealed to mankind 
by the 


oracles of God. 


In speaking of the wonderful pro- 


gress made in inventions in the nine- 
teenth century we mustnot forgetwhat 
was due the century which preceded it. 


Up to the close of the nineteenth cen- 


tury the clothing used by civilized na- 
tions was made of wool. Garments of 
cotton were made to a limited extent 
by the wealthy,but the process of prep- 
aration was so tedious and costly as 
to place it entirely out of the reach 
of the common people. But the cotton 
gin of Whitney revolutionized all that 
aud made the business of cotton man- 
ufacture profitable. This was followed 
by the spinning jenny of Arkwright 
and Crampton, which put wheels into 
the steam engine of Watt, the cotton 
gin of Whitney and the inventions of 
other developers of the great cotton 
.interests, which were rapidly taking 
a front place in Great Britain, and 
finally so profitable did the manufac- 
ture of cotton become that factories 
were erected all over the land and the 
nation was stirred with a busy life, 
such as it never had known before, and 
so popular did this manufacture be- 
come that it was boldly proclaimed on 
all the great business marts of tbe 
world, "cotton was king.'' The most 
remarkable feature in the development 
of the cotton improvement was the 
fact that none of the inventors was in 
the remotest degree connected with cot- 
ton manufacture. Arkwright was a bar 
her, Crampton a millwright, Watt a 
maker of nautical and scientific instru- 
ments and Whitney a Yankee school- 
master, and though far apart and un- 
known to each other, the works when 
brought together were found to be ex- 
actly what theother needed, and the re- 
markable coincidence stands without 
a parallel in the history of mechanic; 
It seemed as though the whole world 
was stirred with a spirit of invention 
which spread through onr own country 
from north to south. Men met each 
other in the streets and compared 
points upon things new and wonder- 
ful and seemed bent upon nothing but 
the discovery of some unknown and 
marvelous invention. 
The wants of 


the world became the all absorbing 
theme, what was man most likely to 


culate the miles from our planet to 
Neptune or Uranus, Saturn, Jupiter or 
Mars. We pin our faith to the cold- 
blooded figures of the astronomer's 
final calculation. What are these glit- 
tering miracles that glorify the heav- 
ens in the night and which some day 
we hope to reach, if heaven is there ? 
It is a mighty difference between a 
mousetrap and the magnificent battle- 
ship that vindicated the nation's honor 
in the late Spanish war and enlarged 
our domain till the roll of our morning 
reveille is heard around the world. 


Whichever way we turn, myriads of 


inventors confront us, from which the 
lover of common humanity cannot and 
will not turn aside. Anesthesia puts 
the suffering patient on the operating 
tab'e and the most deadly pain is 
borne without a quiver. The X-rays 
develop each pulsation of the well- 
spring of life and reveal the secrets 
which lave been withheld from man 
kind since creation's dawn. We stand 
in uncovered reverence belore 
tte 


humblest inventor who has left bis 
impress on tbe age ard body of bis 
time, whether it be the sewing ma- 
chine of Singer or the vaster contribu- 
tion of the telegraph of Morse, which 
has revealed to 
mankind, with a 


power and inspiration that it never 
felt before, the brotherhood of man 
and the Fatherhood of God. 
The 


telephone ot Ball is still one of the 
nineteenth century's wondrous mir- 
acles; the mystic wizird, Edison, sum- 
mons spirits from the vasty deep, bu', 
unlike Glendower's, they an^wir tn 
his call. If we deny his evidence he 
turns our own voices against ourselves 
aud we stand perjured by spirits that 
we thought had no mortal or spiritual 
earfi. 


Bui, putting all greater and more 


wonderful 
inventions aside for the 


present, let us give a moment's con- 
sideration to the pre-eminence of the 
passing hour. No cloud eclipses its 
noonday glory or shadows its splendor 
in the night. 
When besotted intoler- 


ance holds a vicious and degraded peo- 
ple in its grip it becomes God's inspired 
teacher and oracle 
Ignorance fliss 


before it, as the dark clouds of night 
fly before the coming sun. Where 
weakness sits shackled by the hosts of 
wickedness and sin, there stands the 
newspaper press of the day, the mailed 
champion of the right. False beacons 
sometimes dishonor and betray 
the 


track, but let us not forget that there 
are spots upon the sun, the mightiest 
planet in our system, and that of the 
thousinds ot beings created by God, 
Christ alone was perfect. 


At the beginning of the nineteenth 


century the newspaper press of Great 
Britain was, with a few exceptions, a 
degraded mendicant standing, cap in 
hand, before a more defrauded public, 
eagerly watching for the moldy crumbs 
that might drop from charity's table 


Whatever advanced honor there is in 


the world to-day superior to that 
which existed in the world at the 
opening of the nineteenth century, 
every line of it may justly be credited 
to the newspaper press. Yonr modern 
reporter no longer stands before you 
an humble solicitor, waiting for what 
Dives is willing to give. With one of 
his customers he is as polite as Lord 
Chesterfield and with the next he can 
bullywhack a prize-fighter. He is all 
things to all men, and when found at 
the fiuhh o( a fi?ht is generally dis- 
covered on top. A black eye or a nose 
with a stight ia not considered un- 
handsome; for, besides giving the pass- 
ing traveler notice that an encounter 
took place at an appointed time and at 
a place not far off, it gives the fistic

FLOATING FIELDS. 


Beilde* Their B«B«T Tfc«T **• •*- 
' ' • • 'Pr»ette«1 B«r I» Ciln«.- 


It was Dr. MacGdwan who gome 


years ago described (he manner In 
which floating fields and 'gardens are" 
formed In China. 
In tbe month of. 


April n bamboo raft 10 to 12 feet long 
and about half as broad Is prepared. 
The poles are lashed together, with 
Interstices of an Inch between each. 
Over this a layer of straw an Inch 
thick is spread, and then a coating two 
Inches thick of adhesive mud Is taken 
from tbe bottom of a canal or pond" 
•which receives the seed. 
The raft Is 


moored to the bank Iu still water and 
requires no further attention. 
Tbe 


straw soon gives way and the soil 
also, the roots drawing support from 
the water alone. 
In about 20 days the 


raft becomes covered with the creeper, 
and Its stems and roots are gathered 
for cooking. 
In autumn its small 


white petals and yellow stamens, 
nestling among the round leaves, pre- 
sent a very pretty appearance. 
In 


some places marshy land is profitably 
cultivated In this manner. 


Besides these Boating vegetable gar- 


dens there are also floating rlcefields. 
Upon rafts constructed as above reeds 
and adherent mud are placed as a 
flooring soil, which, being adhesive and 
held In place by weed roots, the plants 
are maintained in position throughout 
the season. 
The rice thus planted 


ripens In from 00 to "0 In place of 
100 days. The rafts are cabled to the 
shore, floating on lakes, pools or slug- 
gish streams. 
These Boating fields 


serve to avert famines, whether by 
drought or flood. When other fields 
were submerged and their crops sod- 
den or rotten, these floated and flour- 
ished, and when a drought prevailed 
they subsided with the falling water 
and, while the soil around was arid, 
advanced to maturity. 
Agricultural 


treatises contain plates representing 
rows of extensive rlcelields moored to 
sturdy trees on the batiks of rivers or 
lakes which existed formerly In the 
lacustrine regionsof the lower Yang-tse 
and Yellow rivers.-Brooklyn Eagle.

The London Dn». 


A bus weighs 3,200 pounds and costs 


£145. It is made of ash and oak except 
the paneling, which is mahogany, and 
the windows are of plate glass. Before 
a bus is allowed to earn its £2 10s. a 
day it has to be licensed, or, as they 
say, "you have to get a number plate 
for it." Tbis number plate Is the white 
plate with black figures surmounted by 
a crown seen at the tail of the bus. 
It 


is provided by the police and costs £2. 
Then there is a wheel duty of 13s. per 
annum to be paid to the inland reve- 
nue. 


After making these payments any 


one can run a bus in London wherever 
he likes, subject of course to the gen- 
eral rules and regulations bearing upon 
all vehicular traffic. Attached to each 
bus Is a stud of 12 horses, of which on- 
ly ten, or five pairs, are worked ta any 
one day, thus securing a complete day's 
rest for each pair every sixth day. As 
a bus runs .04 miles a day and five 
pairs of horses are used It follows that 
a bus horse's day's work is 13 miles. 
•which he does in less, considerably 
less, than three hours, the rate at 
which he travels being between five 
and six miles an hour. 


This does not seem a great deal to 


exact from a horse, still the work is 
hard, often involving a prolonged dead 
pull at the trot,'and the crowded condi- 
tion of the London streets makes it 
harder by necessitating continual devi- 
ations out of the way of obstacles and 
abrupt stoppages to avoid collisions.— 
Cassell's Magazine.
